WASHINGTON, May 16 (AP)— 
The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee voted today to impose a 

special 10 per cent tax on gross 
receipts of bookmakers,. numbers 
operators and lottery managers. 

Under the committee’s plan, the 
Goverhment also would collect a 
$50-a-year occupational tax from 
the operators of such gambling 
systems. 

Race track pari-mutuels would 
not be taxed. : 

In another move, the commit- 
tee tentatively decided to boost 
the tax on coin-operated gaming 
devices, including slot machines, 
from $150 to $250 a year. Earlier 
this year, Congress made it a 
criminal offense to transport slot 
machines across state lines, ex- 
cept where they are permitted by 
state law. 

The hike in the slot machine 


‘tax was counted on to bring in 
an additional $7,000,000 a year, 
but no estimate was available on 
probable: proceeds from the tax on 
bookies and numbers writers. 


In the only other revenue rais- 


mittee voted to classify tobacco 
pipes, cigar holders and cigarette 
holders as jewelry, making them 
subject to a 20 per cent tax at 
retail.

HIGH TEMPERATURES 
IN EAST HALF OF U.S. 


WASHINGTON, May 16 (‘UP)— 
The Weather Bureau said today 
its 30-day outlook for the period 
mid-May to mid-June foresees 
temperatures averaging above the 
seasonal normal over the eastern 
half of the nation with greatest 
departures in the Ohio and upper 
Mississippi valleys. 

Cooler than normal tempera-

WASHINGTON, May 16—Unit- 
ed States Senator John J. Wil- 
liams today called upon United 
States Attorney Drake Watson of 
St. Louis to resign if he felt. em- 
barrassment in presenting to the 
grand jury evidence against for- 
mer Collector James P. Finnegan 
and the Internal Revenue Bureau. 

Senator Williams in a Senate 
speech last May 7, charged the 
Justice and Treasury departments 
with withholding ‘damaging evi- 
dence” against Finnegan. The 
Delawure RepuDlican said he was 
declining Watson’s: invitation to 
come to St. Louis and present 
that evidence to the grand jury 
since all of it had been set forth 
in his speech. | 

Williams's reply to Watson im- 
plied that Watson may have found 
the presentation of the evidence 
against Finnegan personally em- 


barrassing. 

“It would be better for Wat- 
sor to permit somebody else who 
would not be so embarrassed to 
present the evidence to the grand 
jury,” Senator Williams said.

Reds Strike Along Line 
From Chunchon to Sea 
of Japan—Gen. Hoge 
Says U.S. Is Ready to 
Meet Drive.

TOKYO, Thursday, May 17 (AP) 
—Red troops poured out of the 


hills in attacks all along the east- 
ern front of Korea Wednesday 
night. 

It was too early to tell whether 
it was the start of the expected 
Red offensive, or new probing in 
force. 

They struck strong blows from 
Chunchon, 45 miles northeast of 
Seoul, eastward to the Sea of 
Japan, | 

The attacks came not long after 
Maj. Gen. William Hoge, com- 
mander of the United States Ninth 
Corps, predicted the Red offen- 
sive would open Friday. Hoge 
said his troops would welcome it.

Four Points of Study. 

Contracts signed or to be signed 
by AEC with these industrial 
groups are the same in their rul- 
ing provisions. They embody 
four points of study of AEC’s de- 
velopment of “reactors,” which 
are the “piles” or atomic fur- 
naces in which nuclear fission oc- 
curs. These points are as follows: 

To determine the engineer- 
ing feasibility of design, con- 
struction and operation by the 
contracting companies of a re- 
actor to .produce ~ “materials” 
and power. - (The “materials” 
refers obviously to plutonium or 
possibly other new fissionable 
matter.) 

- To examine the economical 

and technical aspects of build- 

ing such a reactor “in the next 
few years.” 

To determine the research 

and development work needed, 
if any, before such a reactor 
project can be undertaken. 

To offer recommendations, in 

a report to AEC, concerning 

such a reactor project and in- 

dustry’s role in undertaking and 

Carrying it out. 

Twelve Months Allowed. 

Maximum time for the study 
under each contract. is 12 months 
after signing. All costs will be 
borne by the contracting com- 
panies, except costs to AEC or its 
other contractors incurred in mak- 
ing information available for this 
work. :

ATLANTA, Ga., May 16 (UP) 
—An Air Force private who went 
A.W.O.L, to marry his young 
sweetheart ended his honeymoon 
in the guard house today because 
of his “civilian” heroism. 

Ray Ralph Vallalpando, 21 years 
old, made four trips into a burn- 
ing house Monday to rescue its 
occupants. He suffered severe 
burns, but military police saw his 
picture and the newspaper ac- 
count of the action and promptly 
arrested him. 

Vallalpando said he had been 
absent without leave from Turner 
Air Force Base at Albany, Ga., 
since April 23 because he 
“couldn’t live without” 17-year- 
old Elizabeth Wiley.

Ordinance Proposed. 

The group, which included the 
rabies committee of the veteri- 
narians’ association, also proposed 
that a city ordinance be enacted 
to require immunization of dogs.

a certificate from a veterinarian 
that the dog had been immunized, 
or else the license would be de- 
nied. 

In a further recommendation, 
the group supported Dr. Smith’s 
earlier proposal that the dog 
pound be placed under the Health 
Division and added that there 
should be employed “the neces- 
sary professional and other per- 
sonnel to cope with the present. 
emergency.” 

Similar proposals that would 
apply to/ unincorporated areas in 
St. Leui& county are to be consid- 
ered soon in a public hearing. 

Reporters were excluded from 
the meeting yesterday, held at 
Wohl Health Center, 1528 Kings- 
highway. One reason for this, the 
Post-Dispatch learned, was that 
considerable disagreement exist- 
ed over how the mass immuniza- 
tion drive should be financed. 

There was some objection to 
the provision that inoculation 
would be free for dogs of in- 
digent persons. One veterinarian 
said that indigent persons fre- 
quently have as many as eight 
or 10 dogs and should be per- 
mitted to have only one of them 
immunized; this suggestion was 
overridden. 

Recommendations. 

After the meeting, reporters 
were given the substance of the 
recommendations by Dr. Smith 
and Dr. S. W. Haigler, a veteri- 
narian, chairman of the rabies 
committee. They described the 
ordinance that was proposed as 
a “uniform, up-to-date ordinance 
for control of rabies and dogs in 
St.. Louis, in keeping with the 
latest public health practices.’ 
They asked that it be drafted by 
the Health Division.

The Senate today passed a bill 
authorizing 2,000,000 tons of food 
for _ hunger-ridden India, after 
amending it to make the entire 
shipment on a loan basis. 

Action was by voice vote.

President Truman asked Con- 
gress to make a gift of the $190,- 
000,000 worth of food, chiefly 
grain, in transmitting India’s plea 
for help last February. 

Follows Amendment. 

The passage vote was, taken 
after the Senate, voted, 52 to 32, 
to put the shipment on a straight 
loan basis, instead of half loan 
and half. gift. The amendment 
was sponsored by Senators Fergu- 
son (Rep.), Michigan, McCarran 
(Dem.), Nevada, and Bridges 
(Rep.), New Hampshire. 

Most of the opposition to the 
bill had developed Against the 
proposal .that any. part of the 
shipment should be a donation. 

In ‘requesting the relief meas- 
ure last February, President Tru- 
man had suggested supplying the 
$190,000,000 worth of grain— 
mostly wheat—as a gift. The Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee 
changed this to make it half loan- 
half grant. India has indicated it 
would prefer a straight loan. 

The loan amendment approved 
by the Senate provided that the 
terms should be the same as those 
for Marshall plan loans, with pay- 
ment extending over a period -of 
more than 30 years, low interest 
rates and a period of grace of six 
to eight years before any princi- 
pal payments are due. 

Fourteen Democrats and 38 Re- 
publicans voted for the amend- 
ment. Two. Republicans joined 
30 Democrats in opposing it. 
Hennings Against Lean Basis. 

Democrats Henning of Missouri 
and Douglas of Illinois supported 
the Administration and voted 
against the Joan amendment, and 
Republican Dirksen of Illinois 
voted for it. Misseuri’s other 
Senator, Kem (Rep.) was absent.

IRAN TERRORIST SEIZED 


INASSASSINATION PLOT: 


No. 2 Man in Sect Held After 
Pistol Fight With 
Police. 


TEHRAN, May 16 (AP) — A 
Moslem terrorist was arrested 
after a pistol fight today with 
police, who said he was plotting 
to assassinate Premier F. Moham- 
med Mossadegh. 

The Moslem was identified as 
Abolghassem Rafiee, the No. 2 
man in Fedayan Islam, the fan- 
atical religious secret society 
which is held responsible for the 
murder of former Premier Ali 


Razmara in March. 


Premier Mossadegh has taken 
refuge behind locked doors in'

NOTE FROM BRITAIN 
APPROVED BY U.S. 


LONDON, May. 16 (UP)—The 
United States has approved a note 
on the Anglo-Iranian oil dispute 
which Britain is about to send to 
the Iranian government, authori- 
tative sources reported today.

The resolution further made a, 
reference to implied public policy | 
against control of one concern by 
another, as expressed in the Pub- 
lic Utility Holding Company Act.

Standing Order to Buy. 

Mississippi’s holding in Laclede 
does not approach the level of 
control as fixed by SEC. How- 
ever, William G. Marbury, presi- 
dent of Mississippi, also here for 
the rate inquiry, told the Post- 
Dispatch his company had a stand- 
ing order with brokers to buy 
more Laclede stock within a cer- 
tain price limit.

Mississippi’s reason for starting 
its acquisition of Laclede stock, 
Marbury said, was to help assure 
a strong financial position for La- 
‘ clede. 

“We began buying Laclede 
stock when we thought there 
might be difficulty for Laclede to 


finance expansion of its distribu-. 


tion facilities,” said Marbury. “We 
‘had additional supply facilities 
and wanted to be sure of La- 
clede’s ability to take more gas. 
- We don’t want, and haven’t tried, 
to exercise control of Laclede. All 
we want is a strong, aggressive, 
independent company. We are 
apprehensive that control of La- 
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clede might be acquired by east- 
ern financial interests.” — - 

Marbury indicated that his com- 
pany was concerned over reports 
that sufficient stock to constitute 
control of Laclede was held in 
the names of various brokerage 
houses. 

Next to Mississippi, the largest 
holder of Laclede stock is a St. 
Louis individual, whose identity 
has not been disclosed, with about 
25,000 shares, or .8 of 1 per cent 
of Laclede’s common. Otto and 
other representatives of Laclede 
said they were unaware of any 
potential broker group control. 

Fears Broker Control. 

Marbury said, and Laclede offi-

The chief of Britain’s delegation | | 
to the United Nations did not/ 
mention President Truman or 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur by name. 
He obviously had them in mind,

' warned against any action, which, 
he said, could extend the conflict. 

Sir Gladwyn’s speech was deliv- 
ered before the New York City 
Bar Association. 

He said Great Britain was 
“wholeheartedly with the United 
States in the general struggle 
against Communist inspired ag- 
gression. Everything we can do, 
short of fatally weakening our 
main position, to assist the gen- 
eral effort, we shall do, even if 
that results ...in some lower- 
ing of the standard of living of

To cut off Hong Kong’s trade | 


with Communist China would 
mean that 2,500,000 persons, 95 
per cent Chinese, living in that 
city, would suffer, he said. Un- 
employment and unrest would 
follow and valuable outpost would 
disappear. 

With strategic goods prohibited, 
there is no possible advantage 
for the UN to cut off all trade 
between Hong Kong and the 
mainland, he said. 

He sdid his government would 
not support a total embargo on 
trade with Red China because it 
would be “cutting of your nose 
to spite your face.” 

He said British recognition of 
the Chinese Reds was not a moral 
judgment but recognition that 
they control the mainland.--He 
said, however, that Britain would | 
not support Peiping’s bid for ad- | 
mission into the UN until Pei-/ 
ping ends its aggression in Korea. | 


He deplored describing British | 


troops in Korea as a “token 
force,” as Gen. MacArthur did, 
and said such an attitude was

The President signed a bill yes- 
terday designed to make it easier 
for “small. defense producers to 
get bank loans. But he said the 
measure. may go too far, subordi- [7 
nating interests of the Goveyn- 
ment and of the manufacturer’s 
employes to the interests of the 
banks. He suggested that the 
Congress amend the new law to 
avoid this. 

Frequent procedure has been 
for a manufacturer to get a bank 
loan by assigning his govern- 
ment payments to the bank.

Impends in Maine. 

SPARK that glows menac- 
A inaly in the state of Maine 

could be fanned into a blaze 
that would threaten the pari- 
mutuel racing business through- 
out the country, according to 
an editorial in the Daily Racing 
Form of May 15. 

The nation-wide grab for the 
huge national mutuel take re- 
cently has extended to the most 
eastern sector of this country, 
. . » It has resulted there in a 
fight between the harness-horse 
and running-horse groups... . 
The harness men, it appears, 
have been responsible for the 
passing of a law prohibiting 
night racing in the state. ... 
This would freeze out the run- 
ners and give harness men a 
monopoly. 

As of Monday the bill was 
before the governor of the state 
for his signature. . And 
here, in part, is the menace, as 
pictured by the Racing Form 
in its editorial: 

“If the governor of Maine 
should ... permit the statute to 
become law, it might ignite the 
fuse of retaliation against har- 
ness racing, which now enjoys 
such a privileged position in 
many states.” 

The editorial further explains 
that the freeze-out tactics of 
the harness men are in contrast 
to the “tolerant attitude dis- 
. played by thoroughbred race 
track owners in states where 
night harness racing has made 
such tremendous progress, 
under privileged tas-sotupe. *

JEFFERSON CITY, ‘May 16— 
A bill which would prohibit brib- 


‘|ery, or attempted bribery, of par- 


ticipants.in amateur or profession- 
al sports in Missouri was passed 
yesterday in the House by a vote 
of 117 to 0 and sent to the Senate 


for consideration. 


Representative I. E. Tullock, 
Democrat of Maryville, sponsor 
of the measure, pointed out that 
Missouri law at present prohibits 
bribery only in connection with 
baseball. 


“We are just lucky we haven't 
had an experience such as oc- 
curred in the East this last win- 
ter,” he said. He referred to the 
disclosure that several members 
of collegiate basketball teams 
were given money to control the 
margins of victory over opposing 
teams. 

The bill would cover baseball, 
football, basketball, boxing and 
all other types of competitive 
sports. Violation of provisions of 
the proposed law would be a fel- 
ony, punishable by a maximum 
of five years’ imprisonment and 
a $10,000 fine.

Several of the other 11 members in the past have been strongly 


opposed to extending the treaty. system into the Middle East and 
some of the best informed officials here doubt they will change 


their positions readily. 


However, foreign diplomats in- 
dicated that upon United States 
suggestion the British Govern- 
ment was willing to review its 
opposition and consider a change. 
This may also be true of other 
member governments. 

The fact the United States is 
undertaking these talks at all 
means this government favors 
membership for the two Near 
Eastern countries—and perhaps 
other Mediterranean lands — as 
the best way of meeting their 
continued demands for American- 
backed protection against the 
threat of Communist attack. 

A London story yesterday said 
the United States ambassador 
there, Walter Gifford, had asked 
the British Government for sup- 
port in an effort to include 
Greece and Turkey as full mem- 
bers in the North Atlantic Treaty 


Organization. 


After first declining comment, 
the State Department said last 
night there are “valid reasons” 
for considering security arrange- 
ments for Greece and Turkey, 
but did not say what those rea- 
sons are. The department added 
that this Government has opened 
talks with the British and French 
on the subject since they already 
have treaties with Turkey. 

Britain and France are two of 
the chief members of the Atlantic 
alliance. The State Department 
reported that “because member- 
ship in NATO would be .one 
method for providing for the 
security arrangements, we expect 
also to discuss the subject in the 
near future with the governments 
of all countries in NATO.” 

Alternatives Possible. - 

If the Washington idea of 
broadening the treaty—which re- 
quires unanimous agreement of 


present members—does not go 
through then the Government 
here probably will fall back upon 
some alternative plan such as a 
Mediterranean or Near: Eastern 
alliance supplementing the Euro- 
pean one. 


Greece and Turkey began press- 
ing for membership in the At- 
lantic treaty system more than a 
year ago. The subject was dis- 
cussed when the NATO foreign 
ministers met in New York last 
fall. It was decided at that time 
to set up a compromise arrange- 
ment whereby the two countries 
participate in military staff plan- 
ning for the defense of the Medi- 
terranean. But the Turks par- 
ticularly have disliked what they 
consider a suggestion of second 
class membership. 


Did Not Press Case. 


At the last round of discussions 
by the Atlantic powers the United 
States did not press its case, and, 
in fact, at an early stage opposed 
extending the treaty to an area 
clearly outside the North Atlantic 
area. 


The reasons for opposition by 
other countries have not been too 
clear but apparently are due to 
apprehension on their part of re- 
duced American aid if Greece and 
Turkey seek help as treaty mem- 
bers. Also, the northern Euro- 
pean countries apparently dislike 
to see the treaty obligations ex- 
panded to cover the southern

“The United States,” he said, 
“believes the only hope for the 
future in the Pacific is to develop 
a strong, peace-loving and inde- 
pendent Japan.”

If the Wileys think so, then the sooner they 
demand a showdowh vote in the combined 
Armed Services and Foreign Relations commit- 
tees the better.

The 
question, Gen. Bradley knows, is one for the 
Commander in Chief to answer, if it is to be 
answered at this time.

Gen. Bradley. Senator Wiley complains that 
the -question of contempt is raised. . Senator 
Russel] points out that there is a very effective 
course—let the committee vote on overruling 
the presiding officer. The G.O.P. bleats and 
backs away. ; 

It should be clear to everyone that this is 
just a dry run—a round of test firing of arms 
without ammunition—in preparation for the ap- 
pearance of Secretary Acheson. The minority’s 
partisan strategists have no expectation of hold- 
ing Gen. Bradley in contempt, but they give 
every sign of getting ready to cite the Secretary 
of State at the earliest opportunity. 

What the G.O.P. Senators should have noted 
in Gen. Bradley’s testimony they passed by with- 
out concern. This was his unqualified statement 
that “from a military point of view alone” the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff unanimously agreed that 
Gen, MacArthur should be reliéved of his Far 
Eastern commands. 

This reduces the issue to the level on which 
Gen. MacArthur himself pitched it. For Gen. 
MacArthur repeatedly said that the political 
issues were not for him to decide, that his 
problem was the military one in Korea and the 
Far East. Now Gen. Bradley says that in the 
view of the military leaders in Washington, 
Gen. MacArthur was so wrong in the risks of 
“global war” he would run that his dismissal 
was in order solely on military grounds. 

If that was the joint opinion of Gen. Bradley, 
Gen. Collins, Gen. Vandenberg and Adm. Sher- 
man, in addition to Secretary of Defense 
Marshall, himself a former Chief of Staff, what 
is there still to argue about? It becomes a 
case of MacArthur against all the others. To 
these, of course, should be added Gen. Eisen- 
hower. The new Atlantic pact commander, 
while he has not been called to testify, believes 
that it would be fatal to involve the United 
States in allout war in Asia before we can 
join in preparing the defense of Eurdpe against 
a possible Communist strike to the West. 

The tribute of Senator Russell.to Gen. Bradley 
is in order just as is Bernard M. Baruch’s 
simultaneous salute to Secretary Marshall at the 
Virginia Military Institute ceremonies. 

Every day that passes underscores the rare, 
good fortune of the people in the development 
of great top soldiers—Marshall, Eisenhower, 
Bradley—who are also humble men, with faith 
in the principles and ctice of democracy. 

What a sad comment it is on our political life 
that when these military men stand firm for 
civilian control of our defense system, elected 
snipers in Congress will conduct guerrilla war- 
fare for what they think is personal and partisan 
gain!

Too Many Draft Rejections 

The number of draft rejections, on the sur- 
face about ‘one-third of all the young men 
called for physical examinations, is not as 
alarming an indicator of the state of young 
America’s health as it might appear to be. 

Dr. Howard Rusk,. chairman of the Health 
Resources Advisory Committee of the National 


Security Resources Board, pointed out in a. 


recent issue of the New York Times that when 
volunteer recruits as well as draftees are con- 
sidered, the rejection percentage drops to less 
than 20 per cent of all young men. 

Furthermore, selective service and the armed 
services, while learning a lot about spotting 
physical and mental defects quvickly in recent 
years, have learned a lot less about how. to 
make use of young men with physival defects. 
They still look askance at the prospect of filling 
a desk job with a young man who {might not 
be able to man a foxhole; so he becomes one 
more addition to the rejected total. 

But Dr. Rusk’s analysis does show that too 
many Americans, far too many, are living their 
lives with defects which could be corrected. 
And the number of rejected persons from rural 
areas is proportionately larger than the number 

from America’s cities and larger towns. 

Clearly, the rejection statistics show need to 
launch an attack on three fronts. With the 
apparently serious manpower shortage which 
lies ahead, the armed services should reduce 
their rejection rate by accepting many more 


slightly imperfect persons than they do now. | 
The quality of rural medical care should be 


improved. And a program and facilities to 
correct known remediable physical defects need 
to be established. : :

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Silencing a Whisper 

Whenever self-seeking interests oppose an 
issue as obviously for the public good as the 
proposed school bonds, they fall back on whis- 
pering campaigns. That which they cannot meet 
with open arguments, they seek to undermine 
with false rumors. 

For example, there is a story being whispered 
around just now that the School Board has lots 
of money—oh, millions—unproductively tucked 
away in bank accounts. And the question is 
archly asked: Why isn't that money being used 
to build new schools? 

Especially in the months following the collec- 
tion of taxes, the School Board does have money 
on hand. After all, it does not meet a year’s 
expenses all at once. Salaries and bills are paid 
at intervals throughout the. year. And it is not 
until the year’s end-that all the collected funds 
are used up. Meanwhile, balances are kept in 
90-day Treasury notes to earn interest. 

Here, then, is the small measure of truth in 
this whispering campaign: Yes, much of the 
time the School Board has money on hand. 
“But every bit of that money will be needed 
for current expenses in the course of the year. 
There is no money for new schools. 

That will have to come from the bond issue 
up for the voters’ approval on June 5. Mean- 
while, they should not let themselves be misled 
by those with selfish axes to grind.

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Too Much for Tungsten 

Congress is trying to get rid of one ridicu- 
lous example of special concern for mining in- 
terests, with a bill to repeal the copper tariff, 
and now the nation is being treated to another 
example involving tungsten. - 

In January, the Government froze tungsten 
prices at $28 a short ton unit for high-grade 
domestic production, and more for imported 
tungsten. But a price support has just now 
been fixed with a base of $63. This is nearly 
triple the fluctuating tungsten prices of before 
the Korean war, Henry Coates writes in The 
New Republic. : 

For a while, Mr. Coates says, officials consid- 
ered raising the tungsten price to $55. But the 
mining industry did not consider even this 
enough, and Senator McCarran of Nevads, who 
never needs a miner’s lamp to locate the mining 
interest, roared that the ceiling would “sabotage 
the industry.” So the pressure grew and the 
price was raised. : 

The defense program is in desperate need of 
tungsten for alloy steel and other purposes, and 
must, encourage its production. But there are 
two ways to do this. One is to set a reasonable 
price ceiling, and subsidize marginal producers 
who cannot make a profit under it. The method 
currently adopted would set a ceiling so high 
that most marginal producers will profit, and 
more efficient producers will profit exorbi- 
tantly. And that is something which the taxpay- 
ers will have to pay for. 

Senators Humphrey, Douglas and Lehman 
have ‘demanded an investigation of the tungsten 
edict. The inquiry should be made to ascertain 
whether, in the defense effort, Government 
economy must be thrown overboard. Surely

It was strange to come out of Texas, 
where everything is size, where the future 
has all the room in the world to get 
started in, and to arrive in old Missis- 
sippi the next day.

There is a kind of local musing in their 
speech.

Troops in Oil Fields? 

There are, therefore, two 
choices open to Iran. One is to 
have Iran operate the oil busi- 
ness.

But as a matter of fact 
Iran cannot do that because she 
does not have: the capital, the 
technicians, the business execu- 
tives, the necessary machinery, 
the tankers and the world-wide 
commercial organization which 
are necessary.

LUTHERAN HEAD CITES DROP 
OF MEMBERS IN RED AREAS 


Although the number of Luth- 
erans has declined greatly in Iron 
Curtain countries, church mem- 
bership is growing in other parts 
of the world, the Rev. Dr. Frank- 
lin Clark Fry of New Rochelle, 


N.Y., president of the United 
Lutheran Church in America, 
said here last night. 

He spoke at the thirty-second 
annual convention of the Illinois 
Synod, .zhich is holding sessions 
at Faith Evangelical Lutheran 
Church, 2831 North Kingshigh- 
way. The convention, which 
opened Monday, will end tomor- 
row. The Illinois Synod includes 
Illinois, Missouri and Wisconsin. 

Dr. Fry said the church has 
members in Russia but communi- 
cation with them has been cut 
off. In Poland, he pointed out, 
the number of Lutherans dropped 
form 500,000 to 150,000 because 
of an exodus of church members. 
A similar situation exists in Bal- 
tic states and Russian-controlled 
zone of Germany, he said. 


MISSIONARY ALLIANCE OPENS

Tue Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve System has requested 
all financing institutions in the United States, including all banks, life 
insurance companies, and investment bankers to act in accordance with 
its “Program for Voluntary Credit Restraint” and has established a 
Voluntary Credit Restraint Committee, and a regional subcommittee 
for the Eighth F ederal Reserve District. 


The Statement of Principles contained 
in the Program Provides: 


“It shall be the purpose of financing institutions to extend credit in 
such a way as to help maintain and increase the strength of the domestic 
economy through the restraint of inflationary tendencies and at the same 
time to help finance the defense program and the essential needs of 
agriculture, industry and commerce .. . 


“Cooperation with this program of credit restraint makes it increasingly 
necessary for financing institutions to screen loan applications on the 
basis of their purpose, in addition to the usual tests of credit worthiness. 
The criterion for sound lending in a period of inflationary danger boils 
down to the following: Does it commensurately increase or maintain 
production, processing and distribution of essential goods and services?” 
The Program stated that the following 
types of loans are proper: 
“1. Loans for defense production, direct or indirect, including fuel, 
power and transportation. 


“2. Loans for the production, processing and orderly distribution of 
agricultural and other staple products, including export and import as 
well as domestic, and of goods and services supplying the essential day- 
to-day needs of the country. 


“8. Loans to augment working capital where higher wages and prices 
of materials make such loans necessary to sustain essential production, 
processing or distribution services.

The first test of 
speculation is whether the purchase is for any purpose other than use 
or distribution in the normal course of the borrower's business. The 
second test is whether the amounts involved are disproportionate to the 
borrower's normal business operations. This would include speculative 
expansion of real estate holdings or plant facilities as well as speculative 
accumulation of inventories in expectation of resale instead of use.” 


The undersigned banks of St. Louis and St. Louis County join with the 
American Bankers Association in subscribing wholeheartedly to the 
statement of principles underlying the Voluntary Credit Restraint 
Program—and pledge their complete and unqualified support to the 
program and commend the Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve 
System for its action in initiating this very important anti-inflationary 
measure.

Biggest collapse in the Bible market came 
where, for spiritual comfort’s sake, it was most 
needed—in Korea. The Korean Bible Society’s 
buildings were destroyed, along with 645,000 
Bibles, several tons of printing plates, paper and 
binding materials.

IF A WOULD-BE Bible reader can’t raise the 
money, or is handicapped by laws against the good 
book, the society does what it can to get a copy in 
his hand. When and if the Iron Curtain ever col- 
lapses, the society is ready to flood Russia with a 
torrent of copies. It has reason to believe the 
Bible- will be welcome there. 

For that reason the society has stockpiled 90,000 
complete Russian Bibles in the new orthography, 
193,000 Russidn Testaments and more than 500,000 
Russian gospels. It manages now and then to slip 
a few of these into Russia, but it’s risky business, 
and incipient Bible martyrs have died at it.

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Kon-Tikis Crew Battles Wi 


Storm Turns Landlubbe rs Into Seamen as 
High Seas ‘Batter Raft, ‘Men Wear Selves 
Out in Two-Hour Turns at Steering Oar 


Following is the fourth install- 
ment from the book. “Kon-Tiki.” 
It is an amazingly thrilling ac- 
count of an actual journey across 
the Pacific on a balsa wood raft.

E WERE still not sure of 
W the sea; we were still un- 

certain whether it would. 
show itself a friend or an enemy 
in the intimate proximity we 
ourselves had sought. 


The Kon-Tiki calmly swung 
up her stern and rose skyward 
unperturbed, while the masses 
of water rolled along her sides. 
Then we sank down again into the 
trough of the waves and waited 
for the next big sea. The biggest 
seas often came two or three in 
succession, with a long series of 
smaller seas in between. It was 
when two big seas followed each 
other too closely that the second 
broke on board aft, because the 
oe was still holding our bow in 
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When a really big sea came, the 
men at the helm left the steering 
to the ropes and, jumping up, 
hung on to a bamboo pole from 
the cabin roof, while the masses 
of water thundered in over them 
from astern and disappeared be- 
tween the logs or over the side 
of the raft. 


Then they had to fling them- 
selves at the oar again before the 
raft could turn round and the 
sail thrash about. For, if the raft 
took the seas at an angle, the 
waves could easily pour right into 
the bamboo cabin. When they 
came from astern, they disap- 
peared between the projecting 
logs at once and seldom came so 
far forward as the cabin wall. 
The round logs astern let the wa- 
ter pass as if through the prongs 
of a fork. The advantage of a 
raft was obviously this: the more 
leaks the better. Through the 
gaps in our floor the water ran 
out but never in. 


We clung like flies, two and 
two, to the steering oar in the 
darkness and felt the fresh sea 
water pouring off our hair while 
the oar hit us till we were tender 
both behind and before and our 
hands grew stiff with the exertion 
of hanging on. 


We had a good schooling those 
first days and nights; it turned 
landlubbers into seamen. For the 
first 24 hours every man, in un- 
broken succession, had two hours 
at the helm and three hours’ rest. 
We arranged that every hour a 
fresh man should relieve one of 
the two steersmen who had been 
at the helm for two hours. 


Every single muscle in the body 
was strained to the uttermost 
throughout the watch to cope 
with the steering. When we were 
tired out with pushing the oar, 
we went over to the other side 
and pulled, and when arms and 
chest were sore with pressing, we 
turned our backs while the oar 
kneaded us green and blue in 
front and behind. 


When at last the relief came, 
we crept half-dazed into the 
bamboo cabin, tied a rope round 
our legs, and fell asleep with our 
salty clothes on before we could 
get into our sleeping bags. Almost 
at the same moment there came a 
brutal tug at the rope; three 
hours had passed, and one had to 
go out again and relieve one of 
the two men at the steering oar. 


The next night was still worse: 
the. seas grew higher instead of 
going down. Two hours on end of 
struggling with the steering oar 
was too long; a man was not much 
use in the second half of his 
watch, and the seas got the better 
of us and hurled us round and 
sideways, while the water poured 
on board. Then we changed over 
to one hour at the helm and an 
hour and a half’s rest. 


So the first 60 hours passed, 
in one continuous struggle against 


a chaos of waves that rushed upon 
us, one after another, without 


cessation. High waves and low : 


waves, pointed waves and round 
waves, slanting waves and waves 
on top of other waves. 

The one of us who suffered 
worst was Knut. He was let off 
steering watch, but to compen- 
sate for this he had to sacrifice 
to Neptune and suffered silent 
agonies in a corner of the cabin. 
The parrot sat sulkily in its cage, 
hanging on with its beak and 
flapping its wings every time the 
raft gave an unexpected pitch 
and the sea.splashed against the 
wall from astern.

HE Kon-Tiki did not roll ex- 
T cessively. She took the seas 

more steadily than any boat of 
the same dimensions, but it was 
impossible to predict which way 
the deck would lean each time, 
and we never learned the art of 
moving about the raft easily, for 
she pitched as much as she rolled. 

On the third night the sea went 
down a bit, although it was still 
blowing hard. About four o'clock 
an unexpected deluge came foam- 
ing through the darkness and 
knocked the raft right round be- 
fore the steersmen realized what 
was happening. The sail thrashed 
against the bamboo cabin and 
threatened to tear both the cabin 
and itself to pieces. 

All hands had to go on deck 
to secure the cargo and haul on 
sheets and stays in the hope of 
getting the raft on her right 
course again, so that the sail 
might fill and curve forward 
peacefully. But the raft would 
not right herself. She would go 
stern foremost, and that was all. 
The only result of all our hauling. 
and pushing and rowing was that 


‘two men nearly went overboard 


in a sea when the sail caught 
them in the dark. 

The sea had clearly become 
calmer. Stiff and sore, with 
skinned palms and sleepy eyes, 
we were not worth a row of 
beans. Better to save our strength 
in case the weather should: call 
us out to a worse passage of arms. 
One could never know. 

So we furled the sail and rolled

it round the bamboo yard. The 
Kon-Tiki lay sideways on to the 
seas and took them like a cork. 
Everything on board was lashed 
fast, and all six of us crawled 
into the little bamboo cabin, hud- 
dled together, and slept like mum- 
mies in a sardine tin. 


We did not wake till well on in 
the day, when the parrot began 
to whistle and halloo and dance 
to and fro on its perch. Outside 
the sea was still running high but 
in long, even ridges and not so 
wild and confused as the day be- 
fore. The first thing we saw was 
that the sun was beating down 
on the yellow bamboo deck and 
giving the sea all round us a 
bright and friendly aspect.

HAT did it matter ifthe seas 
foamed and rose high so long 
as they only left us in peace 
on the raft? What did it matter 
if they rose straight up in front 
of our noses when we knew that 
in a. second the raft would go 
over the top and flatten out the 
foaming ridge like a steam roller, 
while the heavy threatening 
mountain of water only lifted us 
up in the air and rolled groaning 
and gurglink under the floor? 
The old masters from Peru knew 
what they were doing when they 
avoided a hollow hull which could 
fill with water, or a vessel so 
long that it would not take the 
waves one by one. A cork steam- 
roller—that was what the balsa 
raft amounted ‘to. ‘ 
Erik took our position at noon 
and found that, in addition to 
our run under sail, we had made 
a big deviation northward along 
the coast. We still lay in the 
Humboldt Current just 100 sea 
miles from land.

It was easy to see that the 
balsa logs absorbed water.

straight from southeast. We 
hoisted the sail, turned the raft 
stern to sea and continued our 
steering watches. 

We were now so accustomed to 
having the sea dancing round us 
that we took no account of it. 
What did it matter if we danced 
round a bit with a thousand 
fathoms. of water under us, so 
long as we and the raft were al- 
ways on top? It was only that 
here the next question. arose—
